W neii the Ju n iata weiffhed anchor ten days ago 
ta th e 
snug harbor of St. Jonns, N. F., the 
prospects of her Arctic voyage to rescue the Polaris 
w ere as bright as brave hum anity could desire. 
Bearcely, however, bad the hardy pilot waved his 
n alry cap in token of adlen when a fog, to which 
th e proverbial London m ist was only as a poor 
m an ’s breath on a frosty day, suddenly enveloped 
th e vessel, leaving her to plough the dreary waste 
In w orse than dungeon darkness. In vain did the 
ray s of the sum m er sun struggle to penetrate the 
co la and cheerless heap of vap o r; in vain was the 
Hope Indulged th a t the bank would “lift:” It clung 
to the ship like a poor relation, and night fell 
•with 
an oppressive gloom. 
Of 
all the cm- 
tMuvassing fortunes 
th at befall 
the 
m ariner 
th e fog 
Is, 
by long odds, the m eanest: 
It 
Has him at every tu r n ; it baffles and dispirits him 
an d dim inishes his nsnally large stock of th at rare 
an d praisew orthy elem ent which m ake Job's charac­ 
te r so rem arkable. As If to tantalize us the fog 
would now and then clear off, only to come again 
la greater volume, m ore sluggish and clammy than 
before. But the log was not the only enemy to be 
enconntered. 
Huge Icei.ergs loomed up in all 
directions through the dense mist, towering high 
in air and floating along w ith seeming Indifference 
to the waves which lashed against them. At times 
a deafening sound broke upon the car when a 
fragm ent of Ice, perhaps twice the size of the ship, 
sep arated from the berg and plunged into the sea 
w ith a frightful noise. The spice of danger made all 
b ands more than anim ated, and it was only after 
som e fllty or sixty of tne icy vagrants had been 
given a wide berth th at their i^pearauce became 
aom ew bat lam lllar and less awe-inspiring than at 
l in t. The lookout had a busy tim e of it from the 
s U rt, and «Iceberg ahead, sir!” w ent forth ire- 
gnently w ith an om inous sonnd. 
A 8TOKH. 
The Jnnlata was bound to Flskernaes, a settle­ 
m en t on the south coast of Greenland, preparatory 
to her crnlse up nortn. 
It was hoped th at sledge 
doge and skins for clothing, with which to prose­ 
cu te the search, could be obtained, shonid the ice 
n o t prevent the vessel from proceeding farther 
th an Upernavik. Owing to the seemingly endless 
fog th at prevailed observations were impossible, 
and for five days the navigator was compelled to 
m y for the position of the vessel on the leau line 
an d dead reckoning. On the fifth day ont the 
fog broke, only to be succeeded by a squall, which 
finally ended In a furious gale. 
At midday of 
th e 13th the Ju n iata scudded under steam and 
double-reefed foretopsail, close-reefed maintop- 
■ail and foresail and forestorm staysall, with a 
heavy following sea. 
The ship behaved nobly 
u n d er circnm stances well calcnli-ted to test her 
capacity. 
The sea rose to a g reat height, surging 
and roaring as the wind blew fiercer, and, looking 
alt, It would seem as if each sncueedlng m ountain 
« f w ater w ere about to sweep over the vessel and 
bory her forever. 
With dawn the storm abated, 
and tow ards evening the wind died ont. 
It was 
th e first day on which an observation had been 
obU lned since leaving 8t. Johns, and when, 
tow ards six o’clock, the lookout cried, .«Land 
ahead I” a feeling of Intense relief prevailed. 


ICE NAVIGATION. 
I t Is, donbtleu, an interesting subject to read 
about—th at of Ice navigation—but when one be­ 
com es threatened with an early grave, under cir­ 
cum stances which m ake the blood ran cold, the 
nifllcnltles of steering clear of treacherous and 
nnylelding Icebergs can bo m ore heonly appre­ 
ciated. 
Approaching 
Flskcrnses 
the 
icebergs 
could be counted by the score, of every conceiv­ 
able size and shape. 
«ICEBERGS AHEAD I” 
responded to by «Hard to port!” or «Hard a-star- 
bo’rd I” became the frequent cry, and many a heart 
<m board beat qnlckly as the su n cli craft alm ost 
grazed the bergs, which, onco strnok, wonid seal 
Abe fate of the well directed ship. 
It would, in- 
deed, be rare to w itness snch m asterly navlgai>on, 
o r snch care and judgm ent as were exercised In, 
perhaps, the m ost trying emergency In whtci. a 
vessel conid be placed, as were displayed on board 
th e Jnnlata. 
F an u stlc forms presented them ­ 
selves on all sides, and so strange and varied were 
th e effects produced th at the mind could picture to 
Itself rare and wonderfni objects. 
Cantlously feel- 
m g her way. the JnnlaM m ight well be compared 
to a stranger w andering through a cem etery 
whose marble tom bstones compelled a long and 
d rcnltons pathw ay. 
The land ahead was the 
eonthcrn coast of Greenland, and as the vessel 
drew nearer the snow-capped peaks appeared in 
grand array. 
We now enjoyed the novel luxury 
o f having 
•‘DATLIGHT ALL N IO nT ,” 
th e effect of which was an evident disinclination 
to “turn In ;” for even as late as ten o’clock tne 
sunlight flooded the snip, and it required a strong 
ollbrt to retire under the Impression th at It was 
g etting late. 
For a m an of a cham pagne turn of 
m ind, or one accustom ed to become m erry by fre- 
g oent «flushes” of fortune, this state of affairs 
m ight have proved agreeable. 
But the novelty 
gsickly wore away, and the clockwork of a man- 
of-war soon asserted itself with characteristic 
prom ptness. 
On the m orning of the 16th the 
Jn n lata stood near the land off Piskernas. 
The 
«M ign having oeen set a gun was fired, m the 
bspe of attracting some attention, a deathly stlll- 
sess prevailed. 
Not a soul appeared, nor was 
there made 
m anifest 
any sign of life, 
un­ 
able to 
obtain 
a pilot, 
ana 
the 
w eather 
becoming 
very foggy, 
the 
ven el 
stood off 
shore 
to 
the 
northw ard 
and 
eastw ard, 
bonnd for an interm ediate port, wherein the arti’- 
«les required m ight be secured. Denser and denser 
became the heavy m ist, and a t noon it was tropossi- 
b lf to see ten yards in any direction. 
8trange 
enough, too, the wind was irosh; but the log hung 
®Tcr the ahiD like a uaJl. and tie old fow oodlpss of 


danger re tim e d w ith renew ed force and vlvid- 
neaa FSw w ers la a peaeeful fram e of mind, b s t 
when the wateh sang out. 
«■RSAKCRS ABSAD!” —«CLOSE ABOAXDl” 
a feeling of alarm was visible on many a w eath er­ 
beaten faoe. Scarcely a word was spoken. 
The 
orders were leened In clear trum pet tones, and tne 
same discipline which at all times m arks the ves­ 
sels of the navy now told to great advantage. 
Confusion there was none, and not even the 
ominous cry of «Breakers close aboard, sir I” dis­ 
turbed the equanimity of the cool and brave 
com m ander. The vessel was stopped and backed 
and Just cleared the breakers, which roiled over the 
rocks 
with 
the 
wildest 
fury. 
Icebergs 
of 
enormous dimensions floated past in dozens, 
and a more critical 
position 
for 
a 
vessel 
it has seldom been the m ariner’s lot to see. 
What with fogs and currents the 
navigation 
proved exceedingly dangeroos. 
EvldenUy the 
vessel was set In shore by strong local tides, which 
have a rise and fall of eighteen feet, and although 
she was steered a point off her course to seaw ard 
the ship was set bodUy In shore by the tides ru n ­ 
ning Into this sound, which were accelerated by a 
m oderate northeasterly gale. The n ex t settlem ent 
at wMch dogs and skins could be Obtained being 
Hukkertoppen the Juniata once m ore stood In to 
ward the land, and being again set In too far by 
the cu rren t she hauled off shore. When the log 
cleared up som ewhat, on the m orning of the lotb, 
she headed for Hamborg Island and anchored. It 
was the first tim e that the rock-bound coast was 
seen m all its wildness and desolation, for although 
previously within a few miles from the land the 
view was entirely obscured. 
The J u n la u was 
now safe from all the enem ies she had hitherto 
com bated so hravoly, being sheltered from the 
storm th at raged so mrlously without. 
SUOOTINO EIDER DUCES. 
In the afternoon a party of offlcers w ent to a 
nelghb9rlng Island, and succeeded in shooting a 
nnm bef of eider ducks, while others w ent to the 
m ain land for exploring purposes. 
With the 
exception of m osquitoes it was utterly destitute 
of life, and after a weary and fruitless tram p up 
Ifrecipltous crags the traveUers Indulged In a sm art 
gam e of snow ball—an event which, occnriing on 
the leth of July, proved quite a novelty. A more 
cheerless spot it would be hard to find on the face 
of creation, and the charm of «Greenland’s icy 
m ountains” as quickly disappeared as the sense of 
u tter loneliness became m ore firmly im pressed on 
the 
m ind.

At seven o’clock in 
the evening two Esquim aux w ere seen aproaching 
the vessel In kyacks, and their appearance was 
bailed with evident satisfaction. It was at first 
supposed th at the strange-looklng objects were 
swimming, but the rapid m anner In which they 
moved through the w ater soon resolved all doubts 
on the subject. Presently two dirty-brow n faces, 
creased with grins, appeared under the stern o f 
the vessel. They gazed up inquiringly, and as 
they sat In their swtft and 
graceful craft they 
looked like a qrace of Newfonndland dogs on the 
tiptoe of expectation for a good mouthful. 
TUB KYACK 
Is a canoe-shaped frame work, entirely covered 
with tensely-stretched sea-skins and very Handsome 
in model. In the centre is an elliptical hole, to re­ 
ceive the occupant, who. filling up the space, ren­ 
ders the little boat both air and w ater tight. The 
length of the kyack Is about eighteen feet, and 
It tapers fore and aft to an absolute p o in t The 
beam is only twenty-one inches, and It Is propelled 
by a double-bladcd oar, grasped in the middle, 
which the Esquimau uses padule fashion. 
He 
seems, indeed, to be p art and parcel of the whole 
maphluc. The rapidity with which these kyacks move 
through the sea Is surprising. The two strangers 
w ere 
prom ptly 
hoisted 
on 
board, 
kyack 
and 
all, 
and the 
w onderm ent 
which 
their 
presence created, especially am ong the crew, 
was beyond aescriptlon. 
Neither could speak 
a word of English, End it. is only lair u> add that 
we were in a similar predicam ent so far as the 
Esquniau tongue was concerned. When, however, 
they had been regaled with a hearty dinner—and 
before It the poor fellows looked hungry enough— 
they were made to com prehend th at the Juniata 
was going to the harbor of Sukkcrtoppcn, and that 
the services of a pilot were in dem and, Commander 
Ifralne despatched one of them with a letter to the 
Governor oi Sukkertoppen, setting forth the con­ 
dition of affairs, while the other rom alned on board. 
In the dense fog th at prevailed m the m orning the 
vessel had passed the oeacon outside Sukkeriop- 
pen. and the present anc^iorage. off Hamborg Island, 
was fliteen miles from th at settlem ent. Next m orn­ 
ing the Lieutenant Governor, accom panied by a 
pilot, boarded the ship, which soon got under 
weigh lor 
RUKEERTOPPEN. 
The Snkkertop, or Sugar Loaf, as it is m ore gen­ 
erally known. Is a wild. Isolated peak, and over­ 
looks a region as rugged and inhospitable as ever 
m et the eye. 
It rises over 3,000 feet from the sea, 
and presents a spectacle alm ost S tartlin g to be­ 
hold. Steam ing away from this solitary and life­ 
less region the vessel stoo<l ont once more, and at 
noon tberock-bonqd harbor of the little colony th at 
nestles at the base of bleak and frowning preci­ 
pices appeared in sight. The rocky gorge is so 
n arro w and broken th at a stairw ay connects the 
m iserable huts, and, when the tide rises, part of 
the settlem ent is csnverted Into a tem porary 
island. The rugged cliffs and grotesque strnctures at 
their base give the place a picturesque appearance; 
but the snrroundings, so far as life is concerned, 
cannot scarcely be viewed w ith other than feelings 
of disgust. As the vessel came to anchor she was 
surrounded by scores of natives In kyacks, and the 
clamor raised by them was speedily com mnnicated 
to the shore, where a crow<i of women and children 
had congregated to see the stran g e arrival. A 
m otiler group never assembled in any country. 
W hat with the shouts of the children and the 
howling of the dogs and the smell of fish and the 
blighted look which every thing presented, It Is 
safe to say th at this first Im pression of the visitor 
was not a favorable one. 
AT THE GOVERNOR’S HOUSE. 
Accompanied by the Lieutenant Governor, Com­ 
m ander Braine proceeded to the gubernatorial 
m ansion—a Ittile wooden structure, of the provin­ 
cial candy snop pattern, with little blinds. The 
Governor is a little m an with a pinched lace, npon 
whom the severe w inters • of tw enty years m this 
locality have evidently told, 
His large, triangular 
sV.&|>ed neftd Sat on a pair of narrow sboolders 
seemingly unable to bear the weight, but he had 
a clear, mild expression a t once friendly and in­ 
telligent. 
Be received Comm ander Braine with 
every courtesy, and spared no effort in snowing 
him and yonr correspondent over the little settle­ 
m ent. 
He had been Governor for over fifteen years 
a t Uolstelnborg, and his removal to Snkkertoppen 
was regarded as promotion. 
Happy m an! The 
appointm ent as American Consnls to these settle­ 
m ents of a lew of the Irrepressiole hangers-on at 
the White House would satisfactorily dispose of 
them in a month, and perhaps the experim ent 
would be worth a trial. 
WHAT GOBS TO DENMARK. 
The Governor conducted ns to the public store 
where he retails to the natives bard tack, coffep 
and candy. All the skins collected by the Esqui­ 
m aux are h a ^ e d over to the Governor, who pays 
the hunter In money or In kind. 
In fact the whole 
trade of Greenland through the Royal Greenland 
Fishing and Trading Company la an absolute 
monopoly of the Crown, and no foreigner la allowed 
to trade with Dane or E sq u im au -a aystem which 
enablca the Institutions of Denmark to be carried 
ont, as spirits and other Injurious artlclca are 
entirely excluded from the country. The sum, 
however, paid the hunters bears no relation to the 
commercial value of the several articles in the 
Copenhagen m arket. For inatance, a fox skin lor 
which thcEsqnlm au receives half a dollar la worth 
ten or fifteen dollars In Copenhagen. Tne stores are 
conveyed annually from Denmark by ship, and arc 
thence distribute»! to the various outposts, each of 
which IB presided over by a Dane or half-breed, 
wbo keeps the company’s accoonU, dlstrlbntea the 
Dcceasarles and gathers produce for the com- 
pany’a profit. The ship retu rn s w ith a cargo of 
•kins, stockfish, elder down furs and blubber. 
Altogether the Danish rule is aailslbctory to the 
Urceiilaiiders. and the laws are adminlsterRd with 


creditable im pM ttauty. PnniBiiment Is Inflicted in 
the Bhape of flnee, whloh are dedacted a t a certain 
percentage. Alter all the company saakea but 
little. The bnalneaa transactions aeemed to be car­ 
ried on with the strioteet regard to honewy, whUe 
the eompany seems to be aotoated by the desire 
to care for and im prove the condition ot a people 
whose forelhthers were steeped In barbarism . 
BUNTING THR REINDEER. 
The Governor informed ns th at there w ere no 
dogs fit to bunt a t Snkkertoppen. and th at as for 
the other articles his h u t stock of skins bad al­ 
ready been shipped to Copenhagen. Our trip to 
the settlem ent was, therefore, m arked by some dis­ 
appointm ent.' 1 may add th at Snkkertoppen U one 
of the principal d ep o u for reindeer skins, and 
most of tfaie natives were aw sv on tbelr sum m er 
hunt collecting them. These furs B>rm a valuable 
p art of the clothing among the natives of both 
sexes. The seal skin Is used only for pantaloons 
and boots or m occasins—the m ost secare article 
against the wet. 
With the promise th at the Gov­ 
ernor would visit the Ju n iata before she left, Com­ 
m ander Braine took his leave. 
AMONG THE NATITB8. 
. 
Ascending a rugged stairw ay in the rocky gorge 
I came In fnll view of a crowd of Esquimau ladies, 
who plmost stared me out of countenance. 
In 
their broad, chunky faces blubber and astonish­ 
m ent struggled for superiority. 
Something like 
the African damsels, described by Dr. Livingstone* 
they displayed great bulbousness below th eir dusky 
ribs. The prom inent feature which asserted Itsel f 
in unm istakable fbrm was dirt, especially among 
the m atrons of advanced years. 
By and by they 
became less astonished, and when spoken to by 
the ice pilot m anifested a strong desire to enter 
into converatlon, which, however, was not prac- 
Mcable. 
But the smell lu all directions was appal- 
ing. Offal stood forth in bold relief a t every tu rn , 
seal m eat lay rotting in the snn, and, to orown 
all, 
blnbher 
sm eared 
everything 
dead and 
alive. 
In 
fine, 
the 
odor was Indescribable. 
But tbe people seemed Indifferent to the snrronnd- 
ings, and, being the residente and u x p ay o rs ot the 
place, have m ost right to complain. But what can 
be said of tbe habitations? Upon the Invitation of 
a wlry-looktng old dame, in com panson w ith whom 
Meg M errlles was a Venus, 1 entered one of the 
bute. 
.The family was evidently a poor one, for 
w ithin a space of eight teet by tw elve were a conple 
of grandm others, a dozen children and half th at 
nnm ber of hungry dogs. Most of the honses are 
bnllt with stone or turf, raftered over with drift­ 
wood and roofed with mosses, ‘skins and earth. 
Tbe entrance is throngb a tnnnel not over three 
feet tn height, and tne stranger. In a m om ent of 
forgetfulness, Is apt to bnmp his head against the 
rafters, to the Intense delight of the taw ny urchins 
th at follow in his wake. 
MUSIC IN THE WILDERNESS. 
While m ost of the dwellings were of the kennel 
order, there were, nevertheless, others having 
some pretensions to cleanliness and comfort. These 
bad glass windows and wooden floors, and conld 
boast three or fonr well regnlated apartmentff. 
Here and there w ere scattered about skins and furs, 
In arranging which the occupants seemed busily 
engaged. There were generally from six to a 
dozen persons In a house, ranging from the first 
to the seventh stage of m an’s existence. 
The 
sleeping booths were divided by partitions, about 
two leet in height, and seal-skins did duty for 
feather beds. 
Despite the attem p t at neatness In 
the best of these bouses the greasy odor was still 
defiant. We had been seated but a low m inutes 
when three or 
four mnscular-IooKing damsels 
entered slyly and took the nearest scat to the 
door. Between the n atu ral color of ihelr com­ 
plexions and the Inclination to blush 1 should 
say 
the shmle presented 
by these 
hopelul 
maldcDs was not nnlike the hue of a flower pot. 
Far away in a dark corner sat a dismal young 
m an, more Dane than Esquimau, who, taking ad­ 
vantage of the lull In conversation, which had 
hitherto been confined to nods and grins, dived 
into a locker and produced a vloUn, which he 
quickly tam ed Into snbmisslon. As he commenced 
to rattle off a lively air th e women’s eyes glis­ 
tened. and, the contagion being com m nnicated to 
their feet, a brisk pattering on the floor was com­ 
menced. 
Even the dogs wagged their tails, and 
before long two sturdy dam sels stepped forth and 
performed some Tcrpslchorean feats, which, for 
rapid shuffling and intricate twirls, left nothing to 
be desired. 
Encouraged by applanse a brace of 
youngsters joined in the dance, which was some­ 
thing between a Boston dip and a Donnybrook 
Jig. 
By this 
Ume 
the ap artm en t 
nad be­ 
come thronged to excess. 
Crowds surrounded 
the house and peered through the wtn iow In 
blank am azem ent, and even the children screamed 
w ith Joy and apprehension com bined. 
The dust 
rose m Clouds, and breathing becoming a m atter 
ofdlfflcnlty, to say nothing of the arom a from all 
quarters, we paid the piper and took our leave. 
THE GOVERNOR VISITS THE JUNIATA, 
It was a great day for Sukkertoppen. 
Never in 
the history of the prom ising spot had a vessel, and 
a man-of-war at that, of such dim ensions as tbe 
Juniata come to anchor In the harbor. Ilow she 
ever got in and how 
she 
ever 
got 
out 
again 
I 
am 
n*t 
prepared 
to 
state. 
Lying quietly a t anchor within a pistol shot of the 
hugh crags, she seemed as large as the entire set­ 
tlem ent, and during tbe livelong day crowds stood 
gazing down from on high on the stran g e and war­ 
like visitor. I have said th at Governor Larssen had 
grateluily accepted the invitation of Commander 
Braine to visit the vessel. Six o’clock was the 
bonr appointed fbr the reception, and the occasion 
was one which will not readily be lorgotten In the 
annals of Sukkertoppen. 
P reparations had been 
m ade for the arnval of Ujs Excellency, ana the 
event was aw aited with feelings of awe an»l 
curiosity. 
few m inutes after six o’clock the 
Danish flag was seen floating from the stern of a | 
rowboat, and «Here comes tne G o v e rn o rp a s se d j 
along with lightning speed. 
A guard of m arines in j 
full dress was draw n up on the q uarter deck, ao«l 
as the high functionary of Sukkertoppen passed up 
the gangway he was cordially welcomed amid a 
rousing salnte of fifteen guns. 
As the sound re- 
veriierated and alm ost shook the settlem ent ont of 
existence a wild howl was raised on shore, as 
If an earthquake had given decided symptoms of 
approach. A more bewildered looking m an than 
the little Governor It baa never been m vlot to 
behold. Arrayed in sealskin boots and breeches, a 
short Jacket trim m ed w ith dog skin, and a little 
Jaunty hat bound with green, the very picture of 
a Leprechaun, 
he gazed to the 
right and to 
the left, as If to say, “ What have 1 ever done to 
yon T” He was warmly greeted by tbe captain an.i 
offlcers, and as th s m arines p resented arms he was 
pleased beyond description. 
Unable to speak Eng­ 
lish, conversation was carried on through tbe 
Llentenant Governor, a very agreeable old Dane 
in specs, and accom m odating to j , fault. 
The two 
dignitaries w ere«n'tertaine(r'in the cabin Ü>y tonl- 
m ander Brame, who, a t the close of an Interesting 
conversation presented them with substantial 
tokens ol his regard. Both had heard of the rescue 
or Tyson’s party, but m ore than th at knew noth­ 
ing. 
W hat the functions of the Lieutenant Gov­ 
ernor were 1 could not well ascertain. 
He was, 
nevertheless, com m unicative on all points of in­ 
terest, and took especial pleaanre in dilating on the 
characteristics of the Esqnlmau race. 
In reply 
to the Interrogatory as to^wnether Snkkertoppen 
had a Jail or house of correction, he said crime was 
unknown in the settlem ent. He attrib n ted the pres­ 
en t happy state of affairs to the total absence of 
spiritnons liqnors, the taste of which, he said, was 
unknown In these parts. All In all the Lieutenant 
Governor was a jovial dignitary; and, although 
the cynic m ight assign some other cause than cli­ 
m atic infinence for the aristocratic hne of his 
finely-developed 
nose, 
there 
is 
no 
doubt 
th at 
tbe 
governm ent 
has 
a 
zealous 
and obliging official In Mr. Tunconp. 
Shortly 
before eight o’clock tbe two distinguished visitors 
waddled off, highly delighted w ith their reception, 
and were profUse In their offers of friendship. To 
be sure they had nothing to give or sell, for the 
best of reasons, but then good wishes were kindly 
stowed away In the top locker of a gratelul 
memory. 
A GREENLAND BOP. 
W hatever may be tbe peculiar otaaracterestlcs of 
the native Esquimaux in regard to tbelr san lu ry 
condition, their love of moolo and the danee is de­ 
cided. 
Uf tbe latter accom plishm ent they are pas­ 
sionately fond, more especially the women, who , 
from in.'aucY learn the a rt with surprislnir rapldttr. I 


This m et had ample lUostrauon on th eev o n ln g o f 
the Governor’s v isit 
The hint came from the 
■ettlem ent itself, for 1 am to ld th a ta bevyofobnbby 
damsels hr < managed to convey the Idea to those 
who bad guue ashore a t noon th at a hop wonld be 
agreeable. A dense fog prevailed ontalde, and, the 
wind suil blowing from tbe n o rth ea st it was 
deemed pm dent to rem ain at anchor. Accordtngly 
a large party left the ship to Join In tne Terpsi- 
cborean exercues, which proved a g reater trea t 
than many had reason to anticipate. Tbe en tire 
popnlatlon of Sukkertoppen was o n t The scraggy 
appearance of tbe males, w ith theg- long, unkem pt 
black hair, was fully m ade up by the Jaunty and 
fantastic display of the ladles, who, standing in 
file a t the public storehouse, aw aited the inaugura­ 
tion of tbe fesUvltiea 
All turned out in tbelr best, 
which consisted of a silk handkerchief tied about 
the forehead, a knob of hair, festooned with rib­ 
bon. standing out from the crown, like ornam ented 
periqne tobacco; Jackets of the brightest colors, 
seal-skln breeches which reached to the knee, and 
boots of every hue In 
tbe rainbow. 
AU who 
were able sported earrings and beads, and It Is no 
exaggeratlon’to say that Sukkertoppen was proud. 
At a signal from the U eutenent Governor the two 
fiddlers on the steps of the storehouse struck up 
a lively afr, uud in a twinkling it was « hands all 
round.” 
The costumes were oxeeedingly pictu­ 
resque, and the grace and agility with which the 
Greenland gypsies used tbeir limbs would have 
done credit tu tbe Italian dancing m aster who en­ 
gineers the ballet. 
The fiddlers rasped away 
UU the strings lalrly squeaked with Joy; the dogs 
howled, and mot! 
s struggled to hold thefr off- 
spring on thefr tawny backs. Fairly exhausted by 
the exercise on the rocky surface, the visitors were 
first to succumb, not, 
however, 
before 
the 
ladles had dem onstrated 
thefr proflclouoy In 
the 
mazy 
whirl 
of 
the 
waltz. 
At 
the 
suggestion 
of 
Mr. 
Tunconp, 
all 
hands 
adjonrned to one of the houses, and, 
having 
crawled through the rabbit-hole entrance, resumed 
festivities. From some cause, a spirit of rivalry, 
perhaps, the two fiddlers became separated, and 
each conducted bis own orchestra In different 
ranches. The cronies in the corner chnckled with 
delight, but I cannot say that the m ale portion of 
the populace relished the fun. They hung about 
the doors In anything but a pleasant mood, and 
only brightened up when laden w ith presents of 
ping tobacco. Away went the fiddler again with 
increased vigor, straining every nerve to m ake the 
instrum ent do double duty, and away w ent the 
beUes In highest glee, enjoying w ith colossal smiles 
the errors of thefr dashing partners. 
Some 
thonghtftil person had conveyed a bag oi coffee on 
shore, and when the arom a ascended from the 
caldron outside the door the Joy of the assem­ 
blage 
was 
a t 
Its 
height. 
Sweetened with 
Danish 
candy, 
tlnftils 
of 
the hot beverage 
disappeared In a twinkling. Few, If any, of the 
women had claims to beauty; scarcely one was 
shapely; but, for ail that, they were by no m eans 
unattractive, while thefr decorum was Irreproach­ 
able and worthy of exam ple In m any a more pre­ 
tentious place. It was noticeable, however, th at 
th e older they grew the more careless did they 
become In dress—a circum stance som ewhat o n t of 
the ordinary routine of ancient and civilized fe­ 
m ales in other parte of the g^lobe. 
With few excep­ 
tions blabber had left its undeniable stam p on 
nearly every face, for both young and old were 
burdened with heavy folds of fat about the chin 
and 
cheeks, which, 
polished 
for 
the 
dance, 
shook 
m errily 
in 
the 
light 
and 
wagged 
in unison with the fiddler’s strokes. 
Some­ 
w hat exhausted Irom repeated efforts, 
vocal 
music snccecded 
as well sustained a dance 
as 
ever 
threatened 
a 
barn 
floor, 
and 
when a t length eleven o’clock arrived, and broad 
daylight a t that, and the visitors bade adieu, 
som ething like a feeling of regret was visible in 
m any a shining face. The boats shoved off, oud 
Sukkertoppen was 
soon wrapped 
in soothing 
Slumber. 
BOUND FOR HOLSTRINBOKG. 
UDBHCcesstul In obtaining sledge dogs or skins 
a t '.jukkertoppen, since there were none to be had. 
Commodore Braine, having secured an Esquimau 
pilot, left w ith the Jn n lata on the m orning of the 
18th, and stood out of the harbor for Holstelnborg. 
d istan t about ninety miles north. The little land­ 
locked harbor now fading from view had afforded 
complete shelter, for the w ater was without a 
ripple, and wind there was none. 
But once again 
a t sea, our dreaded loe, the fog, again sagged 
over the vessel, and, w ith astlffn o r’westcr blowing 
tow ards the shore, the annoying features of the 
previous cruise were again presented in all thefr 
ugliness and stubborn tenacity. Nothing short of 
unceasing vigilance 
and 
sonnd Judgm ent on 
m e part 
of 
the 
Commander 
and 
offlcers 
brought the vessel so successfully through many 
a trying 
emergency. 
The 
poor 
dim inutive 
pilot shook with nervousness when the land be­ 
came obscurea, and once, when breakers were 
reported close aboard, lie fairly quailed. 
Bat he 
won universal sjm pathy from the devotion dis­ 
played a t his post o! duty, standing all day on the 
bridge trying to peer tbrongh th at which was im- 
pcnetratile. 
Soaie.tlracs the log would clear away 
for 
half 
an 
hour, 
and 
his delight became 
unbounded; 
again 
it 
would 
envelop 
the 
ship, 
and 
his 
fidgety 
deportm ent asserted 
iisell ill renew ed tw isting and perplexing demon­ 
strations. 
But his troubles were soon a t an end, 
and when the Juniata steam ed slowly into the h ar­ 
bor and came to anchor near the settlem ent he 
was the happiest creature on board. Although It 
was now twelve o’clock, the scene of clamor and 
excitem ent on the p art of the natives was re­ 
newed. The rattling of the chain when tbe anchor 
was lot go aroused the slumbering inhabitants, 
who. dounlng their skin attire. If, indeed, they 
ever take It off before It falls offltseU, and, Jump­ 
ing Into their kyack.s, rushed forth pell-mell, each 
one handling hte donble-bladed oar with m asterly 
skill. They swarm ed aronnd the ship like liees, 
and w uat w ith shouting and paddling and gaping 
and asking questions and grinning and w aiting for 
cbnnks of pork, a rare spectacle was prddnced. 
But ail was sUll on board, and save the offlcers and 
men on w atch the company of the Juniata sought 
repose. 
ICE D008. 
Determined to m ake as little delay as possible, 
('ommander Braine w ent ashore a t an early hour 
in the morning, and, calling on the Governor of the 
settlem ent. Informed him of the condition of affairs. 
He was welcomed with great w arm th by both the 
Governor and Ids wile and assnrcd of every assist­ 
ance within their power, in order th at no Mmc 
might be lost a m essenger was despatched from' 
the gubernatorial m ansion—a little two story house, 
the very pink of n ea tn ess-w ith orders* to secure 
all the available dogs. 
Meanwhile the genial 
little 
ruler, 
unlike 
bis 
brother 
at 
Suk- 
kertíippén, 
in 
figure, 
style 
and 
appearance, 
im parted bojBe m tor«st|D f inforibattoQ reifttivo 
to 
tbe district and «Its 
barren surronndingii. 
Tbe 
population 
of 
Holstelnborg, 
he 
said, 
numbered about 160 souls. Most of the m en were 
at present engaged In hunting deer, six or seven 
hundred barrels of seal oil and large quantities uf 
dried codfish were annnally shipped to Denmark. 
The brig Constancia was at this time lying in the 
harbor, laden with the prodncte of the coontry/ 
rea<ly to sail for Copenhagen, and only aw aited a 
fair wind to commence tbe voyage; and 1 may add 
that through the courtesy of ber captain I am ena­ 
bled to forward tbis hasty letter, 
At noon the 
m essenger returned with the trium phant announce­ 
ment th at he had secured ten ftHl-blooded Esqul- 
man dogs, and a subsequent exam ination of the 
animals 
by 
the 
ice 
pilot 
of 
tbe 
Jnnlata 
proved 
the 
correctness 
of 
the 
assertion. 
A more 
ravenous pack 
of beasts It would 
be 
hard 
to 
find. 
They 
were 
all 
lashed 
and sent on board, where a large pen bad been 
prepared for thefr reception. Next In order were 
tbe scat-skins with whloh to make clothing lor tbe 
officers and crew of the Tlcress, shonid she, In 
searching for tbe Polaris, be cempelled to w inter 
in the Arctic regions. 
Every effort wonld, of 
course, be 
m ade by 
the Ju n iata before the 
arrival 
of 
tbe 
Tigress 
a t 
U pernavik; 
but 
provision for every em ergency was deem ed requi­ 
site. And thns were secnred the dogs and skins, 
w ithont which Arctic exploration is a hopeless 
task, in the evening Governor U raeen was re­ 
ceived on tbe Jn n lata with ap n ro p n ate honors and 
soitably en te ru tn ed . 


A SCBNS OF niSOLATION. 
Cheerless as tbe S ahara stands the coionr of 


H olftetnbort. It IS hard to Imagine anything more 
bopeleas looking than the miserable buts and pens 
whlob nesUe at the base of the lofty crags which 
almoec snrronnd the setuem ent. When, a t noon, a 
pnrty landed from the veasel, a horde of the na­ 
tives cam e trooping along, and, standing on a lltUe 
eminence, viewed us with so expression or wonder, 
as If we bad fallen from the sky.

d irt and simplicity, and 
the 
world’s 
cares evidently brongbt no 
pain 
to 
them. 
WhUe not regarded in the light of Invaders It 
took some time before their consternation bud- 
slded to ordinary surprise. 
But It was not difficult 
to m ake friends of them , and the purchase of a few 
trivial articles soon put them In the best of humor. 
The Journey through the rabbit hole was repeated, 
another fiddler em erged from a dark corner, more 
scraping followed, ana a t length, unable to with- 
stend the charm s of the enlivening strains, two 
broad-shonldored little women entertained us w ith 
a characteristic dance of the break-down order, 
and d idn't blow a bit after fifteen m inutes nuln- 
term pted shuffling on the sandy floor. A liberal 
distribution of tobacco am ong the men and a few 
trinkets among the ladies brightened every face 
in the party, and it is safe to say th at they would 
have continued dancing to this hoar bad our de­ 
p arture not suddenly put an end to the festlviiles. 
FAMILIAR FACES ON STRA.NGE GROUND. 
. Even the well-to-do Jersey mosquito, In the prim e 
of life with all bis proverbial vigor and tenacity, 
wonld cat but a sorry figure compared w ith the 
sturdy and determ ined bullies th at infest these 
quarters. Alter a slight rainfall a party prepared 
to ascend the adjacent cliffs, when a cloud of 
Greenland mosquitoes commenced to harpoon us 
In the neck and lace. We were evidently a relish 
for the relentless m onsters, which they were bound 
to enjoy a t all hazards. Once beaten off, they re­ 
newed the attack, I don’t know how many millions 
strong, and although whole regim ents fell gorged 
the ranks of the dead wore rapidly filled up *y gaunt 
and hungry gluttons. The assault had been sudden, 
and we were entirely unprepared for the emer­ 
gency, so that, unable to w ithstand the ravenous 
ferocity ol the foe, we fled the ground. 1 am con­ 
vinced th at the Greenland mosquito is not to be 
trifled with, even under any circum stance, and 
th at the attractions of Ilolatcinborg are notsuffl- 
clently areat to induce a visit of very long dura­ 
tion. 
DEVOTION OF THR ESQUIMAUX AT PRAYER.

words, they Identify your expression “the cause la 
not lo6t,” with a determ ination on your part to en­ 
courage another war. This I do not understand to 
be yonr position, but for the benefit of the public 1 
would like to present your own views and words. 
Mr. Da v is—Those who knew mo best before the 
beginning of the late w*r know how earnestly I 
strove to av ert it. The record or the last com­ 
m ittee raised In the Senate to see whether It was 
possible to harm onize the sections at that time 
(1880-01) will show how stea'llly 1 strove to find 
some m eans whtch would pacify the public mind 
then greatly excited, aud clearly Jndlcatlng a pur­ 
pose In the Southern states to pass ordinances of 
secession. At th at period 1 was somewhat severely 
criticised as being too far behind the sentim ent of 
the hour and the dem and of the occasion. 1 re­ 
garded li as a m aterial question, one which, how­ 
ever clear the consututlonal right of secession might 
be, would, nevertheless, lead to a conflict of 
arms, fer which I knew the people of the South 
to

And may we not hope a like result to lol- 
low a similar cau.se, and as all things move more 
rapidly in this day than In that, it may also be 
hoped that It will not as then require centuries to 
produce that result. 
E d it o r — Vo n are reported to have said In the 
speech at White Sulphur “ that the men of this day 
mav yield the principles for which they contended, 
but the children who succeed them will clicnah 
ainl perpetuate them .” This Is by some construeil 
iuto a reflection upon those who have pariiclpalea 
in or have aided w hat we term “ leconstructiou.” 
Mr. D a v i s —Yon wUl, no doubt, irom your famil­ 
iarity with reports of rem arks made in public, 
have pentolvcd th at the publication Is a mere 
sketch of w hat was said. 
The rem ark to which 
you call my attention was oonnectcd wlUi a com­ 
plim ent to the women of the South, whose patrio t­ 
ism aud adherence to tru th had been proof agaln.st 
all the severe trials to which tho war had subjected 
them. And so a hope was founded on the supposi­ 
tion that, though my own sex m ight give way to 
the neces.sltle3 of the hour, the m others of the ris­

The de­ 
cease ef Mr. Owens Is wortny of note Irons the facts 
of his long service In the British Army and his pres­ 
ence at the battle of W aterloo. 
A Welshman by 
birth, he entered the band of the Second Life 
Guards 08 ordinary trum peter at a very early 
age, and 
in 
1818, 
on 
the 
return 
of 
the 
British 
forces from the occupancy of Paris, 
he was prom oted 
to 
the rank 
of 
sergeant 
trum peter. In this capacity he officiated at the 
coronations of George the Fourth, William the 
Fourth and the present Queen. 
It was am ong his 
duties to attend the .“overelgn on all occasions of 
state, irom the opening or proroguing of Parila- 
nicnt to a visit to the patent theatres of tbe me­ 
tropolis. 
For more than a generation and a half 
his flgurc was a lam lliar one to the slght-scekcrs 
of London, w hether lu the handsome uniform of 
the au ard s or the more gorgeous one of sergeant 
tru m p eter; ffi both he showed to advantage, being 
a niáfi 6r flue perw n fmd m artial bearing. About 
Alteen years ago he retired from bis post, and lor 
niuro than twelve year* lived quietly on a little 
farm In Devonshire. 
A gram ldaughter of his 
had visited the 
United states and here got 
m arried. 
Lntterly she became hl.s sole sur­ 
viving relative, 
and, 
at 
the 
Invitation 
of 
her hu.sband an.l herself, the old genilem an 
came to New York In 187». 
He had not been long 
here When his granildaugbter died. Aoon after­ 
ward* her hiuband lullowed hi* wile to the grave, 
and Mr. Owens (who had long been lu the receipt 
of a sufficient pension from the BrltLih govern­ 
ment) was obliged to seek such a liome as ho 
could And in a .N'ew York tenem ent house. This 
(u time became irksome to him, and he m ade no 
Ills mind 10 return to Kngland, and there live out 
the rem ainder of his days. Through the recent 
changes in the weather he wa* cast upon a sick 
bed, and died alter a lew days' conflncment. The 
deceased was a man of intelligence, and could re­ 
late anecdotes of the great men of his time, In­ 
cluding Wellington, Peel, Paluiersion, M elbourne, 
Russell, Grey and Lyndhurst.

Up to the last m om ent, however, neither of 
these gentlem en baa arrived, and Blr John’s de­ 
parture may, therefore, be delayed. 
THE LROISLATUBB,

The distance was short, and,

Tbe large forgeries of railroad and oCher bonds 
wblcb bave so startled tbe commercial community 
lor some days paat b are awakenoil a m anifest feel­ 
ing of snsplclon for all classes of securities. 
Not 
tbat tbe prices realized are beloir what they have 
com m anded for a week past, but because there Is 
leas inclination to Invest money in tbat Held. 
The 
realization Ukewise that counterfeit $500 Treasury 
notes are not abovw susplclou, has probably ren­ 
dered them som ewbat scarcer around Wall street. 
Bp 
to 
three 
o’clock 
yesterday ten of these 
n otes bad been presented at tbe bub-Treasury. 
The ex te n t of tbe injnrles inilicted by tbe for^ed 
bonds has not all been learned yet, and much win, 
doubtless, always rem ain a mystery. 
Those who 
kave boen dnped have, so far as possible, avoided 
pnbllclcy and w hat has been obtalued has required 
tbe m ost indelatlgable work of new spaper men. 
The strangest feature, probably, of the arrest of 
Brown is that several prom inent bankers speak In 
the highest term s of him. This is, douotless, some 
consolation to the prisoner In the Tombs. Chief 
M atsell Is confident of flnal success in the capture 
c f tbe forgers, although they are now “scattered to 
th e winds.” He says th a t although Wimamson is 
•tlU a t large th e detectives are close on his heels. 
WHAT THE CHIEF SAYS. 
Chief of Police Matsell was fonnd in his offlce yes­ 
terday, and in reply to the inquiry of a H er a l d 
rep o rter said:—“I can only say th at the case is 
being followed up thoroughly and with tbe best 
hopes of flnal snccess.”

lOr thirty years and he never heard anything 
against his character.

It w m M certained, how­ 
ever, th at an engraver doing business at No. 186 
Bowery had been visited in the early p art of June 
last by a .Spaniard, giving the nam e of José Géner, 
Agent 01 the State Bank of Havana. The stranger 
Introduced himself to

Anderson, the 
engraver, by stating that lie bad Just returned 
from 
Berlin, 
with 
a 
friend, 
where

the purpose of having some 
work done, but

w hat they wanted. Several informal Interviews 
took place, but G iner and Ills companion could not

Géncr tben said 
th at he w anted some plates engraved for m aking 
cigar revenue stam ps.

E. Reed, Jr., a detective, but before the arrest 
could be made Géner sailed lor Havana. On July 
10 the detective visited the Spanish Consul and 
laid the whole m atter before him. Aflldavlts were 
prepared and forwarded to Havana. The Presi­ 
d ent of the Havana Bank was In Saratoga, and was 
w ritten to, but, apparently^deslred to avoid doing 
anything In the m atter. The case has evidently 
been hushed up. for tbe Spanish Csnsul In New 
York has not, after waiting eight weeks, received 
any advices from Havana. ThU story is given for 
w hat It is worth, and may be a clew to the source 
from whence comes the spurious bank notes. 


The Counterfeit SSOO Bills. 
Yesterday a H e ra ld reporter visited the Fourth 
National Bank, Messrs. Duncan, Sherm an A Co., 
tbe Park Bank and First National Bank, In order 
to M certain If any new developm ents bad taken 
place in the $500 counterfeit scare. Mr. A. Lane, 
Cashier of the Fourth National Bank, stated tbat 
only one note had been passed througn th at bank. 
It came In tbe nsnal conrso of bnsiness from the 
First National. There was nothing about the biU 
to excite snsplclon; It was well exccnted, and, at a 
casual glance, would easily escape detection. Tne 
note was afterw ards sent to the Sub-Treasury to 
be excbanged for small bills. There It was sub­ 
m itted to tbe Inspection of Mr. G. W. Marlor, and 
he instantly 


PRONOCNCBD IT A COCNTERPEIT 
and had It branded as such. A similar note had 
been passed Into the Sub-Treasury on Monday and 
suspicions had been aroused. All notes of $500 
were, therefore, subjected to a rigid scrutiny and 
subm itted to Mr. M arlor for Judgm ent. 
Mr. G. P. Baker, cashier of the First NaUonal 
Bank, stated In reply to the rep o rter th at the flrst 
Intim ation he had of the m atter In question was a 
message irom tlie Fourth National Bank to the 
effect that a $600 bill received irom the First Na­ 
tional proved to be a counterfeit. Mr. Baker says 
he Is 
unable 
to 
ascertain from whom the 
bill was received. If it was taken lii the First 
National It escaped detection, 
but he thinks 
th eie Is some m istake, and would go so far as to 
deny tb at his bank passed tbe note to the Fourth 
National. Mr. Baker lias been ill recently, and 
apparently had not directed m uch attention to tlie 
subject; but he promised th at to-day he m aybe 
able to speak more dcflnliely, and may possibly 
explain the “m istake.” 
Mr. Grclve, of the Arm of Duncan, Bherman A 
Co.. stated that 
A STRANOKm FROM SOME PLACE OUT WEST 
deposited one of the $600 counterfeits with the 
house In exchange for bills on Europe, where be 
was about visiting. The note was soon detected 
to be a forgery and tbe party, whose nam e was 
not given, was advised of the m atter and allowed 
to make good the am ount. That was the only bHl 
of the kind passed through the house of Duncan, 
Sherm an A co. 
The money teller of the Park Bank w m some­ 
what more interesting. 
He produced one ol the 
counterfeits, a well-executed $500 bUI, received on 
Monday m orning from 
their 
correspondent at 
Dnnkirk In this State. An express package trom 
there, contatslng about $2,ooo, was received by the 
teller, and on counting It over he noticed this $6U0 
bill, the only one of the same denom ination in the 
package. Its leel a t once arrested his attention, 
and having read the H e r a ld con talningau account 
of a countcrieit of that value being In circulation, 
he at once detected tho note as being a forgery. 
The m ost m aterial difference betw een the counter­ 
feit and the real note is. the former hM the back­ 
ground of the roedaUloD portrait of John Qnincy 
Adams 
som ewhat 
roughly 
engraved, 
the 
lines 
are 
lar 
apart, 
heavy 
and 
not so 
well 
executed 
as 
in 
the 
real 
note. 
The neckcloth of the portrait is also somewhat 
rough and slovenly ex ecu ted ; It lacks the graceful 
folds observable in the genuine note. Then the 
pancr is of Itself a sure means of detection In the 
hands of any person accustom ed to hanule bank 
notes. It IB thick and heavy, almost of the sub­ 
stance of cartridge paper, only It is hard pressed 
and ol a w hiter tin t than the ordinary greenback. 
Tbe Bilk which Is a.snally woven through the paper 
In the original article Is In the counterfeit conflned 
to the right hand side, near and above the portrait 
of Adams, and on exam ination shows to have been 
pnt on alter the ]>aper was made and not worked 
into the Ubre of the sheet. The back is well ex ­ 
ecuted and would deiy detection but for the pale­ 
ness of the ink. It lacks the decided tone oi the 
genuine note. The reporter n ex t visited the Snb- 
Trcasury and saw Mr. o. W. Marlor, who was the 
flrst to detect the coiiuterfelt. 
Three of the bills 
passed through his departm ent, and, alter being 
branded with the wor»l “counterfeit,” were sent 
on to IVMhingtOD. 
Mr. M arlor thinks there are 
about 
A DOZEN OF THE BILL8 IN NEW TORE, 
hnt the bankers “hang shy” and do not wish to ac­ 
knowledge tb at they nave been victim ized. 
H e 
ttiiaks th«t the bills have been started out West 
and th at tbe banks out there are flooded with 
them. 
Colonel Whitley, however, is of opinion 
th at the plate w m got up In Europe.

points to the lact of the note received at Dnncan. 
Bherman A Co.’s being received from a W estern 
man, an«l th at received by the Park Bank coming 
from the sam e direction. 


Are tlie Bank uf E ngland Forgers the 
Clever A rtists'In This Case I - A Great 
Com biaatlon. 
It IS a significant fact th at alm ost by Intnition 
the Rank or England forgers, now under sentence 
of im prisonm ent lor life, are regarded as the 
central llgures 
In this great group of forgeries, 
and It

It Is natural to suppose that, while expend­ 
ing large sums oi money In the construction ol the 
hoc ana delicate maciiinery required lor engrav­ 
ing one class of secuiltles, they would likewise 
apply It toothers, and It is by no means Improbable 
th at ihfc legal tenders ol the ilenonilnatlon of $6oo 
(Of Which 81.11 another was received a t the Sub- 
Treasury yesterday from the Irving Bank), de­ 
scribed as being so perfect in their Im itation of tne 
original, came irom tbe sam e loiintam head. 
An Incident, which corroborates this theory, is 
the fact 111 connection with the woman Hargreaves, 
above mentioned, as a Ircquent visitor of McDon­ 
nell while in custody In this city. 
It Is not a dlffl- 
cult m atter to trace the relationship between 
McDonnell aud the paoquH ol New York Central.

Yesterday’s proceedings commenced wlifi an 
em phatic com plaint on the p art of one of the Jur- 
ors, Mr. Taylor, that a m orning contem porary—the 
StanOarO, I tW M understood—bad very seriously 
m isrepresented him. The offending paasages were 
handed op to the Lord Chief Jusuce, who, to Mr. 
Taylor’s evident latlsfactton, at once expressed his 
opinion tb at they ought to be “w ithdraw n.” This 
little m atter over. Dr. Kenealy’s speech w m recom ­ 
menced, and the learned counsel proceeded to dla- 
cnss tbe two versions given by tbe defendant a t dif­ 
ferent tim es of the contents of the sealed packet, 
and to show th at instead of being IrreconcUable 
they were, on the contrary, perfectly consistent. 
Prom this m atter be passed to the Wagga-Wagga 
pocketbook, w ith ite

bralnes and no money,” and suggested tb at the 
mo S t “ dangerous” entries In It were forgeries, in 
which the fine Roman hand of a detective was Im­ 
mediately apparent, Once again were tho long- 
safferlng jurors treated to a disquisition npou 
“C.’s” and “T.’s” ’ loops and dots, up strokes and 
down, dotted “y’s” and circled “d ^ ” 
At last, 
however, tbe apparently endless tople of haud- 
w rliln g c a iM to lta e a d , with a proposal on the 
p art o f Dr. Kenealy to snbimt to tne Jury various 
facsimiles of Lord Byron’s handw riting a t dlfl'erent 
periods of his life. To this Mr. Hawkins objected, 
on the gronnd tbat tbe documents tendered were 
“ not evidence,” and the objection being persisted 
in. despite of a remark on the part of the Lord Ciiiof 
Justice th at It was “ungracious,” the learned Doc­ 
to r very adroitly turned the tables on his adversary 
by Wiling the Jury that they could find the fac- 
Blmlles in question for themselves in M urray’s 
large octavo edition of the poet’s works. Tho laugh 
Which this Uttle stroke of generalship raised 
having died away, Dr. Kcnoaly went on to argue 
from internal evidence that tbe deiendant’s letters 
exhibit the true spirit of a gentleman, and moro 
especially to read one letter about tho discovery 
od a watch snpposed to have belonged to Alfred 
Tichborne, and which the defendant expressed 
himself as anxious to purchase as a memorial of 
his brother.

proof th a t he cannot be Roger Tichborne. The 
mind, says Flato, in the “ riiesetctus,” Is like a 
dovecote, and our IdeM and reooUestions are the 
pigeons. For no two days Is the fkmUv the same. 
The birds die, and are born, come and go; and 
when once a bird has fled, no power can recall 
it:

To do justice to Dr. Kenealy’s powers 
as a metaphysician, he haualed this p art of his

Then you may have heard of 
the astounding career of Wortley M ontagn, whose 
parents were am ong the wealthiest in England; 
but he ran away from home when a child aud be­ 
came a chimney sweeper, ills parents did all they 
could to reclaim him ; they put him Into Parlia­ 
m ent—(a laugh)—and placed money treely at his 
disposal, 'lut all to no effect. He went into a foreign 
land, ultim ately became a Turk, and died after 
doing many wonderful and M tonislilng things. 
Again, there was Lord Roelioster, who took

Uckhaiu, the grandson of Byron, worked as a com­ 
mon sailor In some dockyard in tbe isle of Dogs.

A lter th at 
date he never drew upon his friends In G reat Brit­ 
ain. prelerring to live upon his own wages, whlcn

It then transpired that 
on the 2ist of January, 1870. be sailed la th e Era, 
bound lur Melbourne, and on tbe 2«th of the same 
month he was washed overboard by a wave and 
drowned. Here was a peer, heir to estates and 
wealth, giving np everything to lollow a sealarlng 
career, and to live upon his wages. And yet we 
are told they are astonished because Roger Tich- 
tmrnc did the same thing, or som ething similar.

An era is generally shown by its men. 
The 
tree no more surely shows its sweetness by its 
fruit than the generation by the men it pro- 
duoea 
We are more or less types of our 
time, its fruition, and in all classes there are 
family resemblancea 
History is marked with 
this phenomena. 
There was the generation 
of cant and piety under Cromwell, and the 
generation of license and infidelity under 
Charles. 
There was the time of the nabobs— 
the time of the dandies—the time when every 
gentleman carried his sword ready for a d u e l- 
owned a main of cocks and dined with 
his favorite prize fighter. France had, almost 
in the same generation, the brilliant vices of 
the Begoncy and the austere virtues of the 
Republic. 
There was the gilded butterfly 
period, when men only lived to prey on viiv 
tue, and the time of fire and flame, when 
young men cultivated their hair and called 
themselves 
Regnlus 
and 
Brutus 
and 
discussed 
assassination 
as 
a 
patriotic 
duty. 
In 
our 
Revolutionary 
era 
we 
had whig and tory struggles. 
One generation 
yearned for a court like Hamilton, another 
despised all kings like Jefferson. 
One genera­ 
tion worshipped the slaveholder, the next 
worshipped the 
abolitionist. 
We had the 
generation of simplicity, say in the time 
of Quincy Adams; the generation of display 
that came with the war and war fortunes. 
There are men living who remember when our 
merchant princes lived on Maiden lane and 
walked to church on Sundays; who remember 
also the flashing eminence of quacks and ad- 
venturerB, and the gambling kings of Long 
Branch and Saratoga. 
If we might select a phrase that will give 
some idea of our meaning we should call this 
generation the era of false pretence and 
mediocrity. 
We noticed recently in the ac­ 
count of an interview between an American 
traveller and Mr. Carlyle that the venerable 
and illustrious thinker cried out, “We are all 
going 
to 
the 
devil together—we 
here 
in England—we 
have 
nobody 
to 
rule 
hut 
this 
Gladstone, who is a bagman, 
or 
be 
they 
call 
Dizzy, 
who 
is 
a pedler.” 
We do not venture to say how far 
Mr. Carlyle speaks truly of England, and 
some allowance must be made for the vehe­ 
mence of after-dinner fireside rhetoric. 
But 
the germ of Mr. Carlyle’s expression cor­ 
responds with our thought about America. We 
do not recall a time in our history when there 
was BO much false pretence and mediocrity in 
public life as wo see now. 
It is one of the 
surest, as it is one of the most painful, evi. 
deuces of the growth of Caesarisro. 
We do 
not remember a time when our public life did 
not have men of conspicuous renown—known 
to all men—what we might call promontories 
and peaks —peaks shining at times and seen 
over the world. 
There is only a dead Sandy 
Hook level, and marshy odors in the air, 
breathing poison and disease. 
A striking and 
at the same time hopeful evidence of this is 
that we only see this harrenuess in public 
life. 
In other branches of art and science 
and industry the time is rich in men ot 
gitts. 
At the Bar we have O’Conox Evarts, 
Hoar—in oratory and eloquence, Phillips and 
B eecher-in literature, Whittier, Longfellow, 
Boker—younger men, of rare promise coming 
up, whose works are already read in many 
tongues. 
In business achievemeutfl wc see 
what is done by Vanderbilt and A. T. Stewart 
I and Thomas A. Scott and Cyrus W. Field. 
The genius of individual enterprise was never 
more alive. 
The country knows the men who 
have fought her battles by land and sea. 
Wherever we turn there is life, energy, hon­ 
esty, the creative spirit, the impulse to inquire 
and know the truth. 
It is only when wo con­ 
template public" life that we see the barren, 
sandy reaches—here aud there a scnibby plant 
sending out rankness, and over all floating 
miasmas of Credit Mobilier and corruption, 
aud the absence of any high, generous, refresh­ 
ing manhood. 
Let us make our meaning clearer by an illus­ 
tration. 
The highest level this political 
gencnition has reached is Schuyler Colfax, 
Until within a short time Mr. Colfax was the 
most popular man in the United States—Vice 
President and candidate for the Presidency, 
the envied, the successful, the darling states­ 
man, the model of all virtues, the example to 
youth. 
A day came when the truth was 
known, and in an hour the worshipped of all 
men became the despised of all men. 
The 
Credit Mobilier investigation did not damage 
Mr. Colfax in his character. 
He was as good 
a man when it ended; he is as good a man to­ 
day and as deserving of popular approval as 
at any time in his career. 
The wolf that falls 
or Is wounded in the hunt is at once rended 
asunder by other wolves, and how swiftly 
poor Colfax was 
tom limb from lim b! 
And yet how much fitter he is now to 
he President than he was last year, when his 
friends were seriously thiuking of ranning 
I him against Grant! 
Wo say that he is a 
better man now than he has ever l^ccn, and 
more fitted for the Presidency. 
He is a 
creation of this time, 
an embodiment of 
false pretence. 
There arc not nine in ten of 
the men who carefully nourished Mr. Colfax, 
and led him irom place to place until the tips 
of his fingers touclied the diadem of the Presi­ 
dency, who did not know bis tmc value from 
the beginning. 
They knew him to be false, 
insincere, limited in capacity, 
absolutely 
selfish; seeing no aim, e/d or principle but 
his personal advancement; wearing his friends 
like gloves, only to be thrown off when it 
pleased him; industrious, shrewd, untiring; 
who drank no wine and prayed in public, 
and, calling these qualities virtues, wore them 
on his forehead like a plume; in his states-, 
mauship seeking the 
highest places by 
the smallest ways, never contributing an 
idea, a (bought, an aspiration or a generous 
sentiment to his time; always lagging in his 
' party rank when it was taking new gYound; 
ready to desert if disaster came; only too 
ready to burry to the front and hurrah and 
claim the honors of victory after the battle 
was won ; never so much of a republican that 
he was not quite willing to he a democrat— 
simply a business politician in active bu.siness 
life. 
There are not, we repeat, nine in ten 
of hifl followers wiio tlid not know 
him 
all the time as the world knows him now. 
Why is it, then, that this man, who is sim­ 
ply the incarnation of the franking privilege, 
and who could only escape pleading guilty to 
peigury by admitting he had been bribed, 
should rise to the highest political level of the 
generation? 
Himply because the spirit of 
Gmmritm him Dwanmkd our poUtim Vid 


finds expression in a creation like Schuyler 
Colfax. 
The 
robes 
of 
our 
Senator» 
are enseamed and foul, and Mr. Colfax only 
looked white by comparison. 
It is the ten- 
dency of Caesarism to encourage insincerity. 
The augurs never laughed over their incanta­ 
tions and auspices in the highways. So while 
all Washington knew OoUaz thoroughly—his 
slippery ways, his skill in skipping novel and 
dangerous issues; how he shook hands with 
everybody and never forgot a face, w d wrote 
letters from morning to night, and dropped 
an old friend as soon as he fonnd a new one, and 
never, never, never did a service beyond giving 
a Patent Office report to any human being— 
while all knew that he could smile on an op­ 
ponent or a rival and wound him with a dex­ 
terity that Richard IH. would have envied no 
one ever breathed a word of this to his dis­ 
paragement. 
He was an augur like the rest, 
and, since he wanted to be President of the 
United States and wore his two-feathered 
plume of temperance and religion in public, 
let him be nominated and let the people be 
cajoled into his election. 
It was not so in other days—in the period of 
simplicity and homely virtue. Aaron Burr, 
like Mr. Colfax, was a candidate for the Pres­ 
idency and Vice President of the United 
States. 
Uulike his sncoesaor, he was a man 
of unusual gifts—the peer inteUectually of any 
man of his day—excelled by Hamilton alone. 
We are not aware that Mr. Burr was suspected 
of perjury or a confessed bribe taker while 
Vice President of the United States. 
The de­ 
velopment of 
his 
worst qualities 
came 
afterwards. 
He was simply an unscrupulous 
politician-like two^thirds of the Senators and 
Representatives in the present Congress. 
Yet 
because of this be was despised by Washing­ 
ton, driven from public life by Jefferson, and 
lived in exile, penury, contempt, pity, to a 
dishonored and unloved old age. 
Mr. Colfax 
was shqwn by his own admission to have com­ 
mitted an offence against public morality 
more flagrant than any attributed to Burr be­ 
fore leaving the Vice Presidency. 
He was 
shown to have sold his honor for money. 
And 
yet 
the 
simple-minded Grant—the 
honest 
soldier—writes 
him 
a 
letter of 
congratulation aud endorsement, and he 
claims to be 
a 
leader and teacher in 
our politics. 
How low have we fallen when 
the fruit of our generation is Schuyler Colfax! 
and when even the pure-minded and honest 
Grant can endorse him as a man worthy of 
honor! 
And not only endorse him, but send 
another of the unholy combination, Mr. Bing­ 
ham, to Japan as an American Minister ! How. 
low have we fallen—from the President who 
spurned the marvellously gifted Burr to the 
President who cherishes and endorses the 
mediocre, pretentions Colfax! 
The times 
have changed; Caesar ism has given its color 
to the age, and it is not surprising that the 
spirit has afl’ected Grant and shows the domi­ 
nance of mediocrity and false pretence. 


The Sh-ippery of Female Edncatlon— 
What la the RemedpT 
Let us return to this educational question 
again. 
It is peculiarly befitting to consider in 
what .respect the new educational year will 
benefit the girls and young women who throng 
our female boarding schools and colleges. The 
discussion of the comparative advantages and 
disadvantages under which our male collegians 
labor may be dropped for the present. 
Such 
evils as are associated with wrong courses and 
methods of study on the part of male students 
often meet in after life with a corrective not 
vouchsafed to girls and young women who 
have been unwisely disciplined. 
At any rate, 
the evil is not so glaring as the one to which 
we refer to-day—namely, the frippery of female 
education, the frills and furbelows which with 
such fatuous industry are crowded upon the 
gaudy gown of feminine culture, forgetful of 
the fact that the very gaudiness is offensive to 
good taste and common sense, without the 
jostliiig embroidery and the puckered fancy 
work. 
It is true that improvement has been made 
in these respects. 
It would be possible to 
name more than one female college or board­ 
ing school in which the useful and substan­ 
tial in education bear the palm and the orna­ 
mental holds its proper place as an exquisite 
accessory. 
We should not have to hesitate 
long in order to recall two or throe instances 
of female seminaries whose principals not 
only have sound ideas of what a sterling and 
solid female education dcmauds, but likewise 
know how to work the physical machinery by 
which such ideas are put into complete and 
harmonious action. 
The difficulty is that 
these ideas are not appreciated! and enter­ 
tained in all their height, length and breadth 
by a sufficient number of principals, and that 
even those principals who do co-ordinate 
with such theories do not-know how to de­ 
duce from facts a practical synthesis for ac­ 
tion. 
Home and woman ought to ho correla­ 
tive terms. The elements which compose 
them intertwine their initials and bnild up 
a spintunl monogram. 
The best part of 
any home education comes from a good 
mother—good in that wide sense which in­ 
cludes moral strength not less than mental 
ctilture- and the most valuable education a 
girl can acquire is that which makes it im­ 
possible that she should not become such a 
mother, provided she becomes one at all. 
Now thi.s is precisely the kind of education 
that most of our female schools fail to give. 
In this respect the majority of our boarding 
schools are deplorable negatives. 
The stu­ 
dents who leave them pronounced “finished” 
are like new houses, with the parlors frescoed 
and iurnished, but without any roofs put on. 
We admire the clegaucc of the trimmings and 
the gloss of the upholstery. 
Possibly it might 
be safe to eat au icc-cream there or hold a 
conversazione, but the more cautious among 
US would be wishing for a roof tree, and he 
would be a maniac who should make his 
home in such quarters without providing them 
a sbclter and gtockiug them with comforts. 
Now every girl ought to carry the “comforts 
of a home” at the end of her fingers as well os 
in her heart. This poUmtiality is not to be 
acquired in n round of studies whose only 
effect is to adorn. 
When Victor Hugo de­ 
clares that the beautiful is as useful as the 
useful he is merely stating half a truth in that 
sententious, epigrammatic style which is with 
him an idiosyncrasy. 
Too many teachers of 
female schools, however, seem to proceed upon 
this principle. 
Their tuition is a sort of men­ 
tal floriculture, in the course of which the 
tirgin soil is sowed ■with plants bearing bloe- 
soma fair to sight, but of no discoverable use 
.«iipMm M atMK itM 4 saiaJUsiljekiUMiM 


mired. 
It is because of this flimsy policy 
that so* many parents, who yet have no sym­ 
pathy with Roman Catholicism, place their 
young daughters in convents, which, whatever 
else they may be thought by some to lack, are 
very strong in two grand essentials—the inoul- 
oation of moral purity and the iustruotion in 
those practical domestic details in which every 
mistress of a family must be an adept if she 
would make that family’s home a happy 
one. 
We are not advocating the average 
female 
ignorance 
of 
a hundred 
years 
ago, when a woman held her husband's 
heart in proportion as she held her tongue, 
and an accomplished housewife was consid­ 
ered a perfect helpmate. 
We do not belong 
to the low-bred mob who think, or affect to 
think, that a woman’s foot was made for the 
rocker of a cradle, and that her hand is never 
better occupied than when moulding pastry; 
but we insist upon the beauty not less than 
the necessity of a girl’s being so educated at 
school or co llie os for it to be impossible for 
her not to be an adept in that practical knowl­ 
edge by means of which the average ideal of 
home is realized—an ideal not extravagant, 
not absurd, but simply embracing the ideas 
of affection, comfort, health and purity. Until 
this kind of education is given we shall still 
see the same sad spectacle of young girls en­ 
tering married life ignorant of the very first 
principles upon which domestic happiness is 
based, and in their turn becoming mothers of 
daughters who pass through a similar retro- • 
gressive stage^_________________

Xnanrgents 
and 
the Carlista. 
Our latest advices from Cuba represent the 
insurgents as activdy 
resuming 
offensive 
operations. Their latest reported achievement 
is their descant upon and occupation of the port 
of Nuevitas, from which it appears that, after 
swarming over the town during the night and 
after sacking stores and setting fire to some of 
the buildings, they retired at six in the morn­ 
ing, having had their own way generally, the 
Spanish deieuders of the place having sought 
refuge in the Custom House 
meantime as 
their citadel 
Occasional captures of govern­ 
ment army supplies en route from one post to 
another, with the burning of the buildings of 
a sugar plantation here and there, are also re­ 
ported among the current events of this pro­ 
tracted war in the island. 
The essential fact 
thus established is that the insurgent Cubans, 
or liberals, still maintain their ground for in­ 
dependence, aud that they are beginning to 
comprehend the opportunity now offered tihem 
from the embarrassments of poor Spain. -In 
this view, “it having come to the knowledge 
of the President (Cespedes) that some of the 
officers of the Republic (of Cuba) are abusing 
their positions abroad,” it is ordered that 
they return immediately to the island and re­ 
port to his headquarters. 
These officers, we 
believe, are mostly now in this city, and if 
thoir patriotism holds good they will at once 
obey this order; for never heretofore have the 
Cubans had so many advantages for their 
cause of independence as they now possess. 
They should not depend too much upon the 
idea that Spain six months hence will be pow- 
erle.ss against them, for should the Carlista 
supplant the Republic and recover the govern­ 
ment at Madrid there can ^ be no doubt that, 
with an immediate recognition from England, 
France and Germany, they will at once be put 
in a position for the reinforcement of the now 
depleted Spanish army in Cuba. 
There is 
reason to believe that the reports from Spain 
are true that the Carlista aro receiving contri­ 
butions of money from friends in Cuba; for 
the sugar planters of the island, as a body, 
adhere to Ibeir institution of negro slavery 
as better for them than that independence 
with emancipation for which the insurgents 
are fighting. 
The present opportunity should, 
then, be improved to its fullest extent by 
those Cubans who are contending for the 
great causes of national independence and 
universal liberty; and the Islaud of Cuba, 
aud not the city of New York, 
is the field 
in w’hich they should display their patriotism. 


The 
<lnestlon 
of 
Color 
In 
Public 
Schools. 
The Brooklyn Board of Education may be 
considered now as between the horns of a 
dilemma. 
The vexatious question, “Shall 
colored children be allowed to sit in class with 
white scholars?” has been submitted to their 
decision in a stem, logical way that admits of 
nothing short of a plain, straightforward re­ 
ply. 
The petition, in which this question is 
brought up, deplores the exclusion of colored 
children from the common enjoyment of the 
privilege of attending any of the public 
schools, designating it as an act of great in­ 
justice and tending to perpetuate the humilia­ 
tion and degradation of the race. 
A member 
of the Board, in support of this petition, as­ 
serted that there was no longer a distinction 
between whites and blacks, and that all the 
public schools should be conducted with that 
principle in view. 
The object, then, is the 
abolition of educational institutions especially 
devoted to colored children. 
This would be a 
great wrong against the very portion of the 
community whom it pretends to assist. 
Onr 
colored citizens, with very few exceptions, 
prefer the present system of separate schools 
to one that would, undoubtedly, revive antago­ 
nism on account of color in its worst form. 
The colored schools have done and are doing 
a vast amount of good, and there is not the 
shadow of reason for abolishing them. The ex­ 
periment in question, to say the least, will be a 
doubtful one, and it is quite unnecessary, too. 
Colored parents prefer sending their children 
to schools where there can be no opportunity 
of reviving disagreeable questions, over which 
men of education, experience and talent have 
quarrelled. 
This attempt to force the Civil 
Rights bill beyond the limits which should be 
reasonably accorded to it looks too much like 
political trickery to attract the serious atten­ 
tion of any right thinking person in the com­ 
munity. 
Still, according to the letter of the 
law the petitioners may demand, and in such 
a case must obtain, the privileges convoyed in 
their communication to the Board. 
Already, 
in Poughkeepsie, this vexed question has been 
get at rest by the admission of two colored 
pupils into the public schools, and their 
classification the same ag the white children.

voluptuous nor imaginary.

hitherto been said and less is known. Beneath 
the humor and sympathy of our correspond­ 
ent’s style flows the still and solemn current 
of tragedy and omen. 
You can detect the 
grave import of the expedition upon which 
captain and crew are bound as directly and 
unerringly as you can scent the coming rain 
in summer air. 
'The search for the Polaris is' 
the proper sequel to hey loss. 
Yon picture to 
yourself the lonely Juniata proceeding on her 
perilous voyage, conscious of her prowess and 
nursing a noble scorn of fog and iceberg 
and 
all 
the 
elemental 
enemies 
that 
join 
hands against 
her. 
You 
see the 
crew 
made one by unity 
of 
purpose, 
their heroic duties contrasting with the rugged 
and grotesque wildness of the Esquimaux, 
among whom they find themselves at Holstein- 
borg and Sukkertoppen. 
While you listen to 
a violin’s scraping in a Greenlander’s hut you 
perceive in the distance the darkness and the 
blackness of the rain storms of the sea. While 
you bargain for ice dogs and assume the coat 
of seal-skin a ghastly tableau unfolds itself 
to fancy and the green mould of the Polar 
Ocean tints with the supernatural the pinched 
features of a starved and frozen crew. 
But pictures like this .have not weighed too 
heavily on the heart of the Juniata’s company. 
From Commander Braine down they are prac­ 
tical men, not given to dreaming, or, if so, 
their dreams are of that instantaneous order 
which rank as conceptions passing into imme­ 
diate action. The letter which we print to-day 
was completed only a few moments before the 
Juniata was expected to set sail for Disco, 
thence probably, to proceed to Upernavik, at 
which point the search for the Polaris would 
become a matter near at hand. 
It seems that 
the Juniata’s crew have been behaving like 
men who can play all the harder because of their 
capability for very serious work. 
They shot 
eider ducks ou Hamborg Island aud did 
battle with mosquitoes at Holsteinborg. They 
gave right cordial welcome to the Esquimaux 
who came swarming around them in the 
native kyacks, and some of the officers, as in 
duty bound, called upon the Danish Governor 
at Sukkertoppen, 
They attended a hop, at 
which Esquimau Brummels were radiant in 
seal-skin breeches, and they enjoyed the in­ 
estimable privilege of, contemplating the 
Arctic Aphrodite beneath the glamour of 
blubber and bulbousness. 
They imbibed 
coffee sweetened with succulent Danish candy. 
They felt their spirits swell beneath the 
desolate and icy grandeur of the Greenland 
landscapes, and when they saw the native at 
his worship they bowed their heads and ac­ 
knowledged that he performed that act in an 
honestcr spirit than their friends in the tem­ 
perate zone. 
It is pleasant to see the grave and gay trifles 
of social and domestic life weaving themselves 
among the sombre warp and woof of this 
hazardous expedition. 
We have been pecu­ 
liarly fortunate in our selection of corre­ 
spondents, who could go into danger with that 
cheery patience, that bright equability which 
both proceed froiU courage and sustain it.

The constant presence of 
danger, the contact with nufomiliar customs 
and institutions, the unfoldment of gigantic 
landscapes at once weird and splendid, the 
strange aud superb natural phenomtna now 
to the eyes of the explorer, the dread secret to 
the clew of which hope asserts every hour is 
hriuging him near, the solicitudes he leaves 
behind him to be counterbalanced by the ex­ 
ultation to be created by a triumphant return, 
the knowledge that his purpose is a noble one, 
whatever may be the end achieved—all these 
considerations spur the imagination and carry 
even the fainter-hearted glowingly into the ¡ 
land where ice is king. 
If. in addition to all 
these, the romantic sentiment steps in and 
represents the Polar Continent as a sort of 
frozen consciousness, holding in its dreadful 
abysms the very secrets which we burn to 
know, the spell is almost completed, and to 
the inducements which evolve the enthusiastic 
explorer is only wanted that flual and perfect­ 
ing one which comes from a desire to serve an 
enterprising and independent newspaper that

The unhappy Jefferson Davis is the P rophd 
Jeremiah of the “lost cause." His lamenta­ 
tions are not so vivid in their colorings of the 
suffenngs and sorrows of bis uufortunats 
people as are those of the heart-broken aud elo­ 
quent Israelite, but the intractable Missiasip- 
pian sticks to bis text with the same tenacity^. 
The unconquerable Southern rights man of 
Arkansas precisely defines the position of the 
fallen chief of his fallen confederacy in the 
emphatic declaration that— 
A regular, straight-out rebol 
1 was, aud stiU 1 am, 
And I won’t be reconstructed. 
And I don’t care a-hem i 
We fear, nevertheless, that in the publia 
judgment the character in which Mr. Davia 
lately presented himself before the Southern 
Historical Convention, and in which he makea 
the explanation that we publish to-day, will be 
held as less heroic than the r&le of the maid of 
all work in which he appeared “once upon a 
time" in a sundown and calico wrapper, 
bearing from a crystal spring away down 
in Georgia a pail of sparkling water. 
There 
he tried as fair a trick of 4rarlike strategy 
as that of King Alfred in the cowherd’s cabin; 
hut in his unseasonable rigmaroles on the 
Southern Confederacy and what “might have 
been,” had Mr. Davis only knowh what to 
do, we have the eonseless aud purposeless 
vaperings of a weak and foolish old man. 
What does he mean in his declarations

During the war his zeal too 
often outran his discretion in his pnblio 
appeals; hut since the war he has been 
nothing but a dead weight upon the South, 
and a decisive argument in favor of the 
Northern radical policy of coercion when all 
other arguments have failed. 
In this view, 
then, a bridle upon the tongue of Jefferson 
Davis would be better for the South than the 
oxtinction of all the Ku-Klux Elans. 
In the War Office at Washington there is k 
valuable collection of historical papers and 
official documents relating to the war between 
the United States and the “so-called Confed­ 
erate States,” as defined by Lord John Ru»- 
sell, and among these papers, we believe, are 
the precious Southern archives of those five 
black tranks sent up to Canada for safe keep­ 
ing when clouds and darkness Were settling 
over the Southern Confederacy, hut which 
were brought back some twelve months since 
or more and turned over to cur War Office for 
the pitiful sum of seventy-five thousand dol­ 
lars, or at the rate of fifteen thousand dollars 
per trunk. Doubtle.ss more than fifty trunks 
of Confederat^rchives. with many w ^ o t 
ToaS oflcrTp', wore desFroyed in the Rich­ 
mond fire, which lighted Mr. Breckeuridge, 
the Confederate Secretary of War, in his hur­ 
ried departure en route for Appomattox Court 
House. But still there must be a rich maga­ 
zine of historical materials in the possession 
and within reach of Mr. Jefferson Davis, 
which, for the enlightenment of the future 
historian, should be collected, compiled and 
published to the world. 
Here is a field in whioh Mr. Davis, if ha 
can divest himself of his personal grievances, 
may still appear in a commanding position 
among the patriots and heroes of the South. 
At present, with his vain tears, sighs and 
groans and seditious nonsense, he stands 
before the people of the South as a stumbUng- 
block in the way of their restoration to politi­ 
cal harmony, union, law, order and pros- 
ptirity, and the best thing that his immediate 
friends can now do lor him, for themselves
